(instructed by Messrs. Good and Murray, 
solicitors) appeared for the accused man. 

Dr. R, Peacock gave evidence of attending 
the girl in Monkstown Hospital. She was 
then unconscious, suffering from internal com- 
pound fractures. One foot had to be 
amputated. There were several other in- 
lg to the body, and the girl died half an 
nour after he had seen her, 

Guard W. J. Quinlan, Dun Laoghaire, said 
that he found the front wheel of the lorry 
off and portion of the front of the lorry 
resting on a. section of the granite wall 
which had been knocked down. 

Guard P. McCormack, Blackrock, said that 
the front of the lorry was up against a 
portion of the wall, about eighteen feet of 
which had been knocked down. The left 
front wheel of the lorry was off and the axle 
resting on a part that had been knocked 
down. A good deal of damage had been done 
to the lorry. There was a lot of blood on the 
stones of the wall, and he found a pair of 
child’s brown sandals just underneath the 
breken axle. They seemed to have been 
bruised and, broken. He also found a blue 
pocket handkerchief. On a shovel in the 
lorry he found bloodstains. The defendant 
came on the scene about an hour after wit- 
ness arrived, ! 

In reply to Mr. Murnane, witness said that 
the accused driver was perfectly sober and 
correct in every way. 

Inspector Hill anid that when charged and 
cautioned defendant made and signed a state- 
ment ‘that he was the driver of the lorry, 
which was the property of Mr, George 
Tracey, of Stepaside, a sand contractor. 
When passing along Mount Merrion avenue 
towards Stillorgan at about twenty miles per 
hour, the left stub axie smashed, and the left 
wheel came off. The lorry then turned sud- 
denly to the left and struck the wall. As 
the lorry was going towards the wall he saw 
four little girls standing on the footpath 
against the wall, Three of them ran towards 
Stillorgan; the other little girl remained 
where she was, and the stub axle caught and 
crushed her against the wall. He lifted her 
on to the grass margin of the road, stopped 
a passing lorry, and had her taken to Monks- 
town Hospital.

TO-MORROW

The Italo-Ethiopian dispute has now 
entered into a complete deadlock. To-night 
and to-morrow there will be consultations 
and private discussions on the question of 
future procedure. The remaining possi- 
bilities are not many, and any that would 
tend to exacerbate Italian feeling or be un- 
acceptable to Ethiopia may be ruled out. 

In these circumstances there is reason 
to believe that the Council will simply 
approve the report of the Committee of 
Five which was drawn up to-day, and then, 
proceeding under paragraph four of Article 
fifteen of the Covenant, adopt the plan of 
assistance—proposals of the Committee of 
Five which Italy rejected—and its own re- 
commendation to the two parties, which 
they would have three months to accept. 

This action would place the onus of any 
further decisions upon Italy. Rejection of 
the recommendations or a recourse to arms 
meanwhile would at once place Italy in the 
position of aggressor. 

The Committee of Five this morning 
adopted its report to the Council. The 
meeting, which lasted two hours, discussed 
briefly the question of procedure, but no 
decision was reached. It was decided that 
the Council would naturally have an en- 
tirely free hand in the matter, 

The League Council meeting is not to 
take place before Thursday, in order that 
its members may meanwhile have an oppor- 
tunity to study all the documents on the 
subject. .

crew of the Hurry On, a 638 tons motor

The Hurry On left Halifax on Sunday 
for Montreal with a crew of twelve and 
a cargo of corn. A storm sprang up as it 
was proceeding along the West coast of 
Cape Ereton Island. The vessel heeled 
over repeatedly as the storm battered it, 
the carzo rolling from side to side. 

Fearing the worst the crew had already 
taken to the lifebcat, but shortly after- 
wards this also overturned. After a great 
struggle in the raging sea the survivors 
succeeded in righting the lifeboat. 

Twice more before reaching land the 
boat overturned in the darkness, and on 
one of these occasions the body of the 
captain was lost. When the boat over- 
turned a third time as it drifted towards 
the shore the men, though weak from 
exhaustion..and €xposure, managed to 
cling to the bodies of two of their dead 
companions, Named Kyaser and McLean. 
but the body of Fraser was lost later. 

Carmichael, the only man who was 
conscious when the boat reached the chore, 
managed to craw] to the house of a- Mr.

The seventh survivor, who had a 
remarkable escape, was washed ashore 
barely alive.

ABYSSINIA TO MAKE BIG 
PURCHASES 


Press AssocraTION ABYSSINIAN SPECIAL. 
ADDIS ABABA, Tuesday. 


Up to half-a-million horses and mules 
and a large number of camels are to be 
bought by the Ethiopian authorities to 
provide for the necessities of defence. A 
special department for the purpose has 
been set up. 

Twenty expert judges of horseflesh have 
been sent from Addis Ababa to different 
parts of the country, notably to the west, 


to carry out this big assignment. The 
Government is paying cash for these 


animals, as forcible expropriation would 
anger the farmers and peasants and 
render them unwilling to go to war. 

Here in the capital a good horse costs 
£4, a good mule £7, and a good camel £10. 
The provincial prices are much lower, 
though the quality is inferior. 

The majority of the animals purchased 
will be sent to the Tigre front, but eighty 
thousand camels are. being concentrated 
near. Ogaden. All available veterinary 
surgeons have been mobilised by the 
Ethiopian Government to attend to the 
animals, and a score of Ethiopians who 
are studying veterinary medicine abroad 
have been hastily recalled.

Ls boy was killed, another seriously 
injured, and two others escaped when 
a disused house’ in Palmerstown, 
Limerick, collapsed this evening. The 
dead boy is Thomas Morony, aged thirteen 
years. 

Denis Earls, a companion, was rushed to 
hospital. and Thomas Earls and Michael 
Keane made ‘good their escape from the 
building. The boys were in the house 
which, it is stated, was a condemned 
building under a slum clearance scheme. 


THE COLLAPSE 


The masonry gave way with a resoun‘- 
ing crash, and Morony was smothered in 
the débris and Earls rendered unconscious. 

Keane jumped through a window, while 
the remaining boy, Thomas — Earls, 
managed to scramble to the exit. 

The alarm was at once raised, and a 
number of men proceeded to clear the 
débris. Earls was first found, and a little 
| later Morony’s dead body was discovered. 


SEARCH FOR OTHER BOYS 


The rumour spread that more than four 
boys were in the house, and the anxiety 
of parents was not allayed until the 
interior had been completely cleared out. 

Morony lived in the house of Mrs. 
Keane, at 33 John street. His father is 
dead, and his mother resides in New York. 
The Earls—brothers—live in Watergate. 

Mrs. Keane stated that Morony lived 
with her since he was three months’ old 
He was a very good, intelligent boy, and 
his death would come as a great shock to 
his widowed mother. | 


BOY'S STORY 


Michael: Keane stated that with his 
companions he was in the empty house. 
'They were on the second storey looking for 
firewood. .Suddenly there was a rumbling 
noise, 

“ We all ran,” he said. ‘‘I could see 
that Morony had been knocked down by 
the falling bricks and stones. I jumped 
through a window and came on my legs 
and ran to the Gardai Barracks.”’

“ Wake up, Ulster; follow Alberta, and 
demand a national dividend of at least £5 
a month for every Ulster man, woman and 
child for life, without taxation.”’ 

This was the slogan on handbills dis- 
tributed to-night to a large audience in 
the Ulster ‘Hall, Belfast, who had 
assembled to hear an address by the Earl 
of Tankerville on the subject, ‘‘ You can 
abolish poverty.’’ 

The meeting was held under the auspices 
of the Belfast Group of the Douglas Social 
Credit Scheme. 


FOREIGN MARKETS 


Lord Tankerville said that there was 
feverish and _ increasing competition 
among all nations for foreign markets. 
Employers at home could not sell their 
output, and were obliged to restrict pro- 
duction and reduce staffs, with the result 
that less people were receiving wages, and 
consumers were less able to buy goods. 
What they all needed was bigger effective 
incomes—that is, bigger incomes without 
higher prices. 

Taxation or debt Governments all over 
the world were trying to solve the problem 
of ‘‘ Poverty amidst plenty ” by doing 
away with the plenty, trying everything, 
in fact, which did not involve giving the 
people bigger effective incomes. There was 
enormous real wealth in the country, and 
there were startling figures to show what 
science and the machines could do for them 
Just as soon as they demanded it. 


POVERTY UNNECESSARY 


As plenty obviously existed, therefore, 
poverty was unnecessary, and could be 
abolished. Poverty would be abolished 
just as soon as they ordered Parliament to 
do so. More machines, and, at the same 
time, more work for the people was im- 
possible, but more machines, and more of 
what machines could make, was possible 
if they. demanded a dividend for what the 
machines could do in their stead. At 
present they were insulting the bounty of 
nature and their own intelligence; for 
there were appalling facts of the present 
day—wholesale sabotage called ‘‘ unwanted 
production ’’—yet, concurrently, millions 
were living at only just above the starva- 
tion level. | 

Referring to the necessity for an elec- 
toral campaign, he said that they wanted 
Parliament to give them what the people 
wanted, and which they knew was 
physically possible, instead of letting 
Parliament impose: upon them what was 
wanted by the vested interests which sup- 
plied party funds. Everyone, he declared, 
would like to see poverty abolished and to 
receive his share, his dividend, of the 
things which were at present of benefit to 
no one—namely, the things which were 
being destroyed on their production.

BUDGETS AND 
STABILITY

The Times observes to-day in an 
editorial article: Unpleasant consequences 
of the conflict between Italy and Abys- 
sinia continue to accumulate not merely in 
the political, but also in the economic and 
financial spheres.. The heavy cost to Italy 
herself in money, and in the consequent 
strain on her financial and economic struc- 
ture, is shown by the series of disagreeable 
measures which the Italian Government 
have been compelled to take. Foreign 
securities held by Italian citizens have 
been commandeered. Two days ago supple- 
mentary expenditure for the current finan- 
cial year, amounting to over £40,000,000, 
was authorised by decree, and this will 
have to be added to a Budget which, on an 
average, during the past five years has 
shown an annual deficit of £60,000,000. 
War pensions are to be funded instead 
of being paid out of revenue. The National 
Debt is being manipulated in order to 
obtain cash immediately at the cost of a 
heavy increase in future burdens. The 
gold reserve is shrinking rapidly. | In 
short, the credit of having restored finan- 
cial stability, which was once one of the 
proudest of the Fascist claims, has been 
thrown away. Instability in any consider- 
able country is a matter of concern to the 
world at large, and must colour to some 
extent the trend of political policy in all 
countries. 

The hallmark of stability is balanced 
Budgets, or, at least, Budgets which show 
an expenditure universally admitted to 
be within the resources of a country over 
a short period. The Italian adventure has 
forced the financial condition of Italy, and, 
therefore, her capacity for co-operating in 
the establishment of stability, into sharp 
contrast with the condition of other 
countries where efforts have been made to 
cut coats according to their cloth, and to 
keep coats modest. It has made the task 
even in those countries more difficult, as 
Mr. Chamberlain showed in emphasising 
last Saturday the need for renovating our 
national defences. All will share his hope 
that, when passions are cooled, the Italians 
will once again do justice to their friends ; 
but meanwhile it is idle to pretend that 
Italian policy has not thickened afresh the 
once clearing atmosphere of instability 
and unreliability. 

Meanwhile the substantial efforts made 
in France to restore the stability of 
Budgets deserve the fullest recognition.

PROBLEMS OF 
PUBLIC HEALTH 


FACTS AND FIGURES FOR 
THE TRIBUNAL 
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By a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT, 


IX years ago there were fourteen local 
government authorities in County 

Dublin. The Greater Dublin Act reduced 
the number to the four which now exist— 
namely, the Corporation of Dublin, the 
Borough Council of Dun Laoghaire, the 
Urban Council of Howth, and the County 
Council. Concurrently the boundaries of 
the city were extended to include consider- 
able areas of the county, in addition to the 
townships of Rathmines and Pembroke, 
while no changes were made in the 
frontiers of the new Borough of Dun 
Laoghaire or the urban district of Howth. 

In addition to the four territorial 
authorities which now exist—whose respec - 
tive aréas are delineated in the accompany: 
ing map—there are a considerable number 
of subordinate or composite bodies who dis- 
charge important functions in one or more 
of the areas shown. Of these the most im- 
portant is the County Dublin Board of 
Public Health, which—selected by the 
County Council—deals with questions of 
water supplies, sewerage, housing and 
other public health services outside the 
three urban areas. Certain important 
features of public health services being 
common to the county and to Dun 
Laoghaire and Howth, these urban dis- 
tricts elect members to the County Council. 
Other bodies to which the County Council 
and (or) Dun Laoghaire and Howth 
appoint representatives include the Dublin, 
| and Balrothery Boards of 
Assistance ; the County Committee of Acri- 
culture, the County Libraries Committee, 
and the Grangegoman and Meath Asylum 
Committees. The Corporation of Dublin 
is also represented on the Grangegorman 
Asylum Committee, the Dublin: Board of 
Assistance, and the Dublin Port and Docks 


Board. 
OVERLAPPING BOARDS 


While the principle of replacing over- 
lapping poor law districts by Public Assist- 
ance Boards for each county unit, and 
placing public health services under the 
supervision under a county medical officer 
of health, has been generally adopted with 
beneficial results, it has not so far proved 
possible to apply similar methods to the 
County and City of Dublin. The present 
position, therefore, is that peculiar 
administrative complications survive in the 
Dublin area. ‘‘ Horizontal "or terri- 
torial—services are undesirably divided 
by ‘* vertical ’’—or functional—responsi- 
bilities. To discover and propound 
remedies for such horizontal and vertical 
complications would seem to present the 
most difficult group of problems which now 
present themselves to the Greater Dublin 
Tribunal. At this point, before considering 
the more clearly geographical aspects of 
the problems which present themselves to 
the Tribunal, it may be well to savy that 
references to “ public health ”' services in 
this contribution are intended to connote 
all functions of local government which 
directly affect the physical welfare of the 
citizens, Merely legal distinctions between 
~ public health,” poor law or public 
assistance could only serve to confuse the 
issue. 


BOUNDARIES AND JOINT 
SERVICES 


Parallel, and intersecting, with possible 
readjustments of the public health 
services referred to above are the “ hori- 
zontal ’’ problems of urban boundaries as 
they may, or may not, be affected by the 
Tribunal’s approach to the question of 
joint services for two or more of the local 
authority areas concerned. How inter- 
dependent these questions of geography 
and functions are may, perhaps, be most 
clearly visualised if we proceed upon the 
assumption that the administration of 
water supply, drainage, housing and road 
and street construction services has been 
vested in a single authority for the whole 
Ciay and County of Dublin; and then turn 
to a study of our boundary map to consider 
how other services, of less obviously com- 
mon concern, may most conveniently be 
grouped in terms of new administrative 
areas. . | 

Proceeding upon such an assumption of 
centrally controlled common services, the 
question which presents itself is not 
whether boundary extensions are desirable, 
but to what extent adjustments are called 
for. Quite clearly an authority to design 
and distribute water supplies from Poula- 
phouca over a radius of twenty miles from 
O'Connell Bridge would suggest an 
administrative area quite different from 
the bailiewick of a body whose particular 
interests lay in the collection ah disposal 
of domestic refuse, the control of voca- 
tional training, or the provision of meals 
for school children. 

In matters of drainage and highway 
design and construction unalterable 
physical conditions must be reconciled not 
merely with local, but with national con- 
venience. In supervising the distribution 
of home assistance or other forms of emer- 


gency relief, local contacts and personal 
knowledge are primary needs. For one 


group of services, which may be roughly 
defined as those of physical design and 
construction, all arguments would seem to 
be in favour of extensive administrative 


units; while much more restricted units 


would prove more efficient for the control 
of what may be termed social and ameliora- 
tive services. 


PUBLIC HEALTH AND 
PUBLIC ASSISTANCE 


Reserving more specific suggestions as to 
such groupings of services, and their bear- 
ings upon possible boundary adjustments, 
for discussion in a further contribution 
some reference may,. however, be helpful 


at this point to the anomalous ce oak 


which now exists between public healt 

and public assistance administration in the 
city and county. While, as already stated, 
these services in other counties have re- 
cently passed under the single control of 
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County Boards “of Public Health and 
'Assistance—with county medical officers of 
health as their chief professional official, 
and a single county home, instead of a 
number of scattered workhouses, as their 
headquarters—a very different state of 
affairs survives in the Metropolitan area, 
where health and relief services are 
administered by at least five independent 
agencies: 

While the Corporation and its M.O.H. 
discharge ‘certain public health duties in 
the city, and the County Board of Health 
and their M.O.H. exercise analogous 
powers in Dun Laoghaire, Howth, and 
throughout. the rural area, three separate 
Boards of Guardians are responsible for 
thé management of workhouses and in- 
firmariés in Dublin and Loughlinstown ; 
for the control of dispensaries ; for the dis- 
tribution of home assistance, and for other 
poor law duties. The measure in which 
the activities of such authorities impinge 
and overlap may, perhaps, most easily be 
apprehended from the fact that .district 
medical officers of health, in charge of more 
than forty dispensaries, are responsible in 
some matters to Boards of Guardians, and 
in others to the Corporation or to the 
County Board of Health. 


COUNTY HOMES OR 
WORKHOUSES? 
Whether, having regard to the peculiar 
conditions of the Metropolitan area jt is 


possible ér desirable to place public health 
and public assistance administration under 


. a single authority, and to replace our 


obsolescent workhouses by one or two 
‘‘ county homes,’’ may well furnish the 
Tribunal with its most complicated and 
thorny problem. It is, however, hardly 
conceivable that Mr. Gavan Duffy and his 
colleagues will fail to devise some system 
which will be less in conflict with modern 
practice and public convenience. In pro- 
cess of balancing views between new 
boundaries and new common services it 
would seem to be inevitable that the need 
for associating of public health with public 
assistance organisations will materially in- 
fluence the minds of the Tribunal. By way 
of a purely - tentative suggestion, is 
it not possible that—in addition to 
water and drainage services, trans- 
port and housing—-a_ single Metro- 
politan Board of Public Health and 
Assistance, with subordinate agencies in 
the four local areas delineated on our 
map, would supply the framework for a 
logical and comprehensive scheme of co- 
ordination ? 


POPULATIONS AND 
VALUATIONS 


Other ingredients in the Tribunal’s 
problems are supplied by the very wide 
disparities which exist between the areas, 
populations and valuations of the four local 
authorities under review, and which are, 
approximately, as follows:— .

On the basis of local rates levied for the 
current financial year it would appear that 
payments are lowest in County and City 
areas at approximately £3 15s. per capita, 
and highest in Howth, owing mainly to 
high rates of levy, at almost £5 per 
capita.

Flamborough (North Landing), Scar- 
borough and Filey lifeboats were launched 
last night to search for a vessel in distress, 
and believed to have gone ashore ‘on 
Speeton cliff..

BISHOP OF DOWN’S PLEA

BELFAST, Tuesday Night. 


Speaking to-night at a Missionary Rally in 
Belfast, the Bishop of Down, Connor and 
Dromore, the Right Rev. Dr. M‘Neice, urged 
the formation of peace committees in Belfast, 
and asked responsibls people to visit the 
streets and houses in the danger zones with 
a view to creating goodwill. 

‘‘I wish to make a brief reference to the 
recent happenings and present conditions in 
our city,” he said. ‘‘I think that I can say 
with confidence that all our people who have 
a vital Church connection have not only 
sympathy, but also an utter abhorrence, of 
such foul deeds as have been perpetrated in 
Belfast. during the past three months. 

‘But abhorrence is not enough. Two 
months ago I recommended the formation of 
peace committees, more especially for the 
areas where the need seemed to be most 
pressing, The ministers of all Churches and 
the Salvation Army oflicers have done nobly, 
but something more remains to be attempted. 

“Tay people of every rank should now 
come forward and offer their services for the 
creation of a better atmosphere and the pro- 
motion of peace and goodwill. 

“Let those who are willing to work and 
witness in this way visit the streets in the 
danger zones and every house; let those who 
are willing to work and witness in this way 
give their names to the minister of their 
congregation or to the Salvation Army 
officers, so that forthwith this kind of testi- 
mony which 1 am recommending might be 
borne into every street and carried to every 
home. . 

“ The heathen heart, whether in Belfast, or 
Calcutta, puts its trust im weapons of war, 
in violent passions and cruel deeds, in boy- 
cots and reprisals, which could not be re- 
conciled with the spirit of Christ.”

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LORD HEWART’S 
VIEWS 
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“MINIATURE MUSSOLINIS”

Lord Hewart, the English Lord Chief 
Justice, speaking at a banquet at Hastings 
following yesterday’s provincial meeting of 
the Law Society, referred to rumours of his 
impending retirement. ‘‘ Part of the price 1 
pay for holding the rare, coveted office of 
Chief Justice,” he said, “is that from time 
to time innocent journalists, playing unsuspect- 
ingly into the hands of persons to whom the 
epithet does not apply, are good enough to 
predict for me an early retirement. The 
responsible authors of these delicate and 
amusing attentions must really learn to be 
patient. Some day, perhaps, they or their 
friends—or some of them—may. get what they 
want. But I hope, as I intend, that they will 
have to wait at least another twenty years, 
and in the meantime nobody who looks for- 
ward, however earnestly, to Memorial Ser- 
vices can predict with reasonable certainty 
who will be the mourners and who will be 
the dear departed. 

“ At Geneva and elsewhere is not that 
which is being sought precisely this—that 
the forces of law may be substituted for the 
lawlessness of force,” asked Lord Hewart. 

“It is from the King himself, not from a 
Goverrment, still less from a Government De- 
partment, that my colleagues and I receive 
our letters patent. : 

“TL may be well to remember that fact for 
other reasons, and because if you were 
make a search of the territory lying between 
Westminster: Abbey and Temple Bar you 
might possibly discover quite a number of 
half-hearted Hitlers and miniature Mus- 
solinis.’” 

Lord Hewart also paid a tribute to the late 
Mr. Justice Avory. “We are about as likely 
to get another William Shakespeare as an- 
other Horace Avory,”” he said.

OE LOUIS, the ‘Brown Bomber,”’ 
knock¢d-out Max Baer, the ‘‘ Playboy of 
Ameri¢a,’’ in the fourth round of their 

fight to-night at the Yankee Stadium. ' 

It, was a perfect Indian summer evening, 
with a cool breeze blowing. Long before the 
first preliminary bout the streets round about 
the stadium were filled with a mass of slowly- 
moving humanity. 

The ringside was crammed with celebrities. 
They included President Roosevelt’s son, 
John, almost every living boxing champion. 
scores of film stars from Hollywood, notably 
George Raft, Wallace Beery and Mary Pick- 
ford, and most of the members of the British 
Ryder Cup team, which is shortly to meet 
the United States. 

When the fighters entered the ring Louis 
was a 2 to 1 favourite. They were greeted 
with terrific applause. 


FIRST ROUND. 

Both began cautiously. Louis sparred with 
his left, and then fell into a clinch. Louis 
tried to hit with both hands, but failed to 
land. Max replied by attacking with both 
hands to the body. Louis scored a left-right- 
left to the jaw, which caused his man to 
redden. Louis followed these blows up with 
two left jabs and a right hook to the head. 
Baer tore into Louis, but took a right on the 
jaw. This produced a savage expression on 

aer’s face. They sparred carefully for a 
bit, and then Louis got home a left hook.

Louis got in some left hooks and 
jabs; he was as cool as a cucumber. Baer 
jabbed, and then backed away repeatedly. 


BAER DOWN. 

Baer landed .two lefts to the head and 
Louis replied in kind, knocking the smile off 
Max’s face. With lefts and rights to the 
head Louis. battered Baer, who went down 
from one terrific left hook. 

Baer waved to the crowd from a sitting 
position. He got up at the count of two. 
Louis landed a right to the head, and a 
stinging left hook again: put Max on the 
floor, the bell saving him from a knock-out. 


FOURTH ROUND. 

Louis jabbed away. Baer was still afraid 
to let himself go. The negro landed a hard 
blow to the stomach and then a left-right and 
left to the head. He also scored to the body, 
and .worked Baer to the ropes, where he 
hammered away at him with both fists. 

Baer looked worse than in his fight with 
Jimmy Braddock. This round was a very 
slow one. Baer was bleeding from the lip 
as well as the nose. Louis continued to 
poke Baer’s head back with left jabs. - Then 
another terrific right hook floored Baer, 

This time he took full count while kneeling 
on one knee. The blood was streaming down

I carried the 
children downstairs and tried to revive 


Terence, as he seemed to be the worst. I 
do not know how they could have found 
the matches and set fire to the bed clothes. 
There is one thing to be thankful for. I 
think they were both asleep when they were 
suffocated by smoke. Perhaps they set fire 


to the bedding, and then, without knowing

SHAKESPEARE IN 
VERONA 


ROMEO AND JULIET 
MUSEUM 


Considerable interest has been aroused by 
the recent report that a museum and library 
are to be previded in the house in Verona 
which is traditionally associated with the 
heroine of Shakespeare’s play, ‘‘ Romeo and 
Juliet.”’ Juliet’s house is in the Via del 
Capello, and is a place of romantic pilgrimage. 
Near it is the tomb of the lovers. A com- 
mittee has been appointed by the Mayor oí 
Verona, and it is proposed to hold a Shake- 
speare festival in the spring of each year. 

‘The provision of a museum in Juliet’s 
house represents an idea which might well be 
adopted by municipalities elsewhere,” said 
Chevalier Galloway Kyle, editor of 7'Ae 
Poetry Review, in an interview. ‘Such a 
museum would an admirable place in 
which to display the costumes worn by 
famous actresses who have’ played the part 
of Juliet. It would be a most interesting 
collection, 

“I should like to see some of the other 
places mentioned in Shakespeare’s plays 
devoted to a similar purpose; the castle tha! 
Macbeth lived in, for example, if it is not 
now in use. The Poetry Society would, I am 
sure, willingly give advice to people who 
own places of Shakespearian. interest, and 
all who love his works would be grateful.”

HEN dance hall licence applications 
W were lieard at Mallow Court to-day 
by District Justice Conner, the Ven. 
Archdeacon Corbett, P.P., was in court. He 
said that he was not opposed to dancing, 
which was legitimate amusement, but dancing 
was a form of amusement that might leac 
to moral corruption if it was not regulated. 
The first thing to regulate was those who 
attended the dance. 

“I hold,” he said, “that people under 
eighteen years of age should not be admitted 
to those dances.”’ . 

The Justice—I will make a condition of 
every licence that nobody under eighteen 
be admitted. 


THEN AND. NOW 


The Archdeacon, continuing, said :—‘' J 
— to a past generation, and 1 may he 
considered old fashioned. In other days 


it was the custom for all young people to 
be indoors at ten o'clock in the winter and 
eleven o’clock in the summer. The people 
then could danee enough, and ‘were quite 
happy. I have a strong objection to all-night 
dances, but, if your worship decides to extend 
the hours beyond eleven o'clock, they certainly 
should be stopped at two o'clock. Besides 
the people going to the dances, we have other 
people to consider—the people who want to 
go to bed, who wish to engage in their business 
next morning. They have: to be up and 
working while the dancing people can sleep. 
It is not fair that crowds should shout and 
sing around the streets. I know that on the 
occasion of dances in the Town Hall there 
are crowds around, and people in the neigh- 
bourhood cannot sleep. Unfortunately, our 
people have not the moral courage to speak 
out about abuses, There should be someone 
in charge at dances, like a master of cere- 
monies, responsible for order.

NEW approach to the Eat emigra- 
A tion problem was urged by. speakers 

at the opening of the first Provincial 
Conference on Migration at Newcastle-on- 
Tyme. yesterday, attended by representatives 
of Dominion Governments, trade unions, emi- 
gration organisations and M.P.’s. 

The conference, which has been called by the 
Lord Mayor of Newcastle (Councillor R. 8. 
Dalgliesh) to discuss the emigation as a 
possible solution to unemployment, will last 
three days. 

It decided to press the Government for 
immediate steps to bring about settlement in 
the Dominions by emigrants from Britain. 


TYPES OF MIGRANTS 

A further resolution expressed the opinion 
that organised migration, with adequate 
finance and proper supervision, would lead to 
increased employment at home and in the 
Dominions. 

Lord Mansfield said: ‘‘The last thing in 
our minds is to ask the Dominions to take 
over a burden which we are pnable to bear. 
It is a mistake to imagine that the majority 
of settlers will consist of unemployed. There 
will be an equal proportion of people already 
in employment.” 

The Lord Mayor of Newcastle declared :— 
‘‘It is remarkable that while Italy is seeking 
Colonies for her ‘surplus population we are 
not making use of our own Colonies.” . 

He said that group settlement was required. 
Future schemes must provide safeguards for 
the welfare of settlers. 

Brigadier-General M. I. Hornby, of Alberta, 
advocated migration, on the grounds that it 
would not only alleviate the British unemploy- 
ment problem, but would ‘lead to increased 
employment in Canada. i 

Mr. Thomas Magnay, M.P., for Gateshead, 
said that the communities of emigrants should 
not ouly be carefully selected from representa- 
tive artisans and families, but emigrants 
should be encouraged to return to Britain on 
assisted leave. 

Mr. Jones Neilson, of the British Immi- 
grants Club, New Zealand, declared that past 
difficulties had arisen from indiscriminate 
dumping of settlers. Such mistakes must be 
avoided, but migration must continue if New 
Zealand and other parts of the Empire were

It is not done, simply because 
we have not been ready to risk £5,000 for 
three years without hope of dividend. 

Sir Henry then suggested that the directors 
of the Temperance and General Instirance 
Company should risk fourpence in every £100 
of their ventures for three vears, to engage 
the finest chemist in the- country and search 
out such a drink as he had suggested. | 
should not be surprised, he went on, if thes 
find some means of changing deadly alcohol, 
so that it might give that stimulus, uplif:

A STRONG FINISH BY THE 
CHAMPION 


NEW YORK, Tuesday. 


Dan.O’Mahoney, the Irish world’s champion 
wrestler, defeated Browning at the Madison 
Square Garden last night. O’Mahoney thus 
retains his title. The match lasted 46 mins. 
20 secs., and ended with a terrific body slam, 
Browning being almost knocked out when he 
hit the canvas with the back of his head. 

For the first twenty minutes O’Mahoney 
swarmed all over Browning, his arm end 
body holds yielding continuous grunts and 
groans from the former pig breeder. It was 
not long, however, before both men began 
to adopt slapping tactics with the flat of their 
hands and also with clenched fists, On several 
occasions Browning lifted the Irishman above 
his head and hurled him to the canvas, but 
each time ©’Mahoney came back strongly, 
amid roars of applause. | 

On most occasions when danger threatened 
the men disdained to crawl through the 
ropes to safety, and this gained them the 
upplause of all those present. 


UNPOPULAR TACTICS 


About half-way through thé match the 
Irishman was bleeding at the mouth, follow- 
ing a particularly severe crash to the floor. 
Then O'Mahoney landed a right to Browning’s 
jaw, to which the latter retaliated with a 
left to the groin. A storm of booing greeted 
this tactic. ' 

O'Mahoney wrung cries of agony from his 
opponent by his toe holds, but he was unable 
to start his famous ‘‘whip,’’ Browning evading 
it with cunning. 

At the thirty minute mark Browning began 
to gain the upper hand, and began to ad- 
minister his most painful body scissors. For 
the first time OQ’ Mahoney was heard to 
with pain. The American then followed 
rapidly with a brutal wrist lock with his right 
hand, temporarily putting the champion’s arm 
almost out of action. ? 

Browning once cornered O’Mahoney and 
started head-butting, but the Irishman replied 
with two highly effective ‘right hooks. Yet, 
five minutes before the end, things looked 
thoroughly bad for the champion, At last, 
cleverly evading a vicious flying tackle after 
being subjected to an agonising series of body 
scissors and a wrist lock, O’Mahoney made a 
supreme and victorious effort with a final 
body slam that won the day.

She had no idea how a cheque for silk stock
